Parry Notes 
Trends iii 
U.K. Program 

By IIAWOCII BORUAW 

The trend now in Britains 
nationalization program is the sct> 
ting up of public corporations In- 
stead o( government departments, 
said Prof. David Hughes Parry, 
director o( the University, of Lon- 
don Institute for Advanced Legal 
Studies, declared In an address at 
Moyse Hall last night. 

Around the beginning of the cen- 
tury, he said, everyone thought of 
government control Ih' terms of the 
British Post Office which is part 
>f the government and controlled 
6y a Minister of the Crown who is 
directly responsible to Parliament. 
• However, in a typical Bi-ltish 
way, the present system grew up 
In a haphazard and empirical man- 
ner and has evolved into the prê- 
tent system of public corporations 
which arc not directly controlled 
oy any Cabinet Minister, he said. 

Professor Parry went on to say 
that he saw three tendencies in the 
Jevelopment of public enterprise, 
nie first was the separation of the 
idministrative and financial affairs 
'9f these concerns from tiic ordin- 
ary civil service. The second was 
the establishment of regional and 
national monopolies. The third ten- 
dency, he said, was the increasing 
recognition of the interests of the 
tonsumers. 

While some left wing members 
il the Labour Party have deijiand- 
ed complete nationalization of land, 
he said, the government has not 
IS yet done this. He pointed out, 
however, that two acts already 
passed by Parliament have put 
lomc control on land usage and 
valuer. Th cyarc the Town a.id 
Country PlanninR Act and the 
Aericulture Act, both passed in 
1947. 

The Town and Country Planning 
Act provides that there shall be 
no change In the use of any, land 
without the consent of the local 
Planning Authority. . The decision 
nf the local body may be appealed 
to the minister concerned by the 
landowner and should the appeal 
go against him he can force the 
local| Planning Authority to buy 
the land at a mutually agreeable 
price, he said. 

This Act, he maintained, stabil- 
ized and took away the speculative 
values, of land.

Dawson S.E.C. Cuts 
Club Budgets Sharply

Drastic budgetary slashes were 
imposed by the Dawson S.E.C. at 
a special "budget meeting" held 
last Monday night in the students' 
lounge. 

Budgets in most cases were re- 
duced by 50 per cent. - 

S.E.C. president Bob . Taylor ex 
plained to club representatives that 
the budget cuts were, necessary in 
order to reduce Dawson's debt of 
?3.500 to McGiil. The maximum 
cash amount available to the coun 
cil until June 1050 is $4,500, he said. 
Should Dawson continue lo oper 
ate another year, it seemed likely 
that McGill would demand pay 
ment of the. Dawson debt and this 
necessitated impressive cuts, in the 
respective budgets of campus clubs 
at Dawson, he explained. 

It was further suggested at the 
meeting that any extra expendi 
tures incurred be paid by the mem 
hers themselves. Most clubs saw 
their budgets reduced lo half of 
what they had been previously. 

Club representatives present nt 
the meeting included delegates 
from the Pre-med Society, the 
Hobby Shop, the Camera Club, the 
Debating Society, the I.V.C.F. and 
the Radio Club. 

A budget for the Coeds Club was 
also discussed prior lo discussion 
of other business and adjournment 
of the meeting.

Vancouver — (CUP) — Conduct 
of engineers of the University of 
British Columbia at their fall ban- 
quet was condemned by Dean Wal- 
ter S. Gage at a meeting of the En- 
glr.eering Undergraduate Society. 

"For three years now," he caid, 
"Ihc banquet has been an unor- 
ganized, 'disgraceful, crude, brawl." 

It was with a feeling of guilt, he 
said, that he approached public 
spirited individuals for scholarship 
funds. When asked: "What good 
win It do when students don't know 
' the value of money and can't exer- 
cise privileges," he said he had, no 
answer. 

'This type of action is very dan- 
gerous because it makes it difficult 
for deans to convince the. public 
that this is an Institution .of higher 
learning when all it sees is students 
destroying property and conducting 
themselves in a disorderly man- 
ner." 

He said that if the banquet had 
taken place amons ' savasci or can- 
nibfcis," then the action of partil 
tipants might have been underitood.

I invited to speak, but were treated 
with disrespect, according to Dean 

iGi-re. 

"If I had been a speaker," he said 
"I would have gone away and hac 
nothing more to do with the uni. 
vcrsity." 

"We must convince the public 
that we are no longer schoolboys, 
and act like people who have had 
the advantages of higher educa 
tion." 

Engineering students, he said, 
had more chance to improve public 
opinion of the university, because 
they are more organized and homo- 
geneous than other faculties. They 
can make a contribution of "con- 
vincing the public that this is an 
institution worth tupportlng." ' 

A motion was passed that discip- 
linary talks be held before next 
year's banquet, that no liquor be 
permitted. And that commission- 
aires be hired to maintain order.

The object of psychomatic medi- 
cine is to bring together the organic 
and psychological approaches into 
medical practice." This was the cen- 
tral theme of an address given by 
Dr. B. B. Raginsky to a point meet- 
ing of the Prc-Medical and Psy- 
chology Clubs last night in the 
Physics Building. 

Dr. Raginsky. a pioneer in this 
field, now working at the Jewish 
GeneraFHojpifll in Montréal, dé- 
fined his subject "psychosomatic 
medicine" as the application of 
psychic factors in organic diseases. 
The speaker showed that Socrates 
twenty-five hundred years ago 
emphasized the importance of the 
mind as well as the body in the 
treatment of disorders, but his ideas 
were put aside until they were re- 
vived by Birdshaw one hundred 
years ago. 

Research continued from autop- 
sies to examinations of living 
patients until at the present time 
the person's complete life history 
is considered and in the diagnosis 
and treatment of his illness. 

I'he speaker dcalth with the 
problems of psycho-somatic medi- 
cine. He said tiiat the problem is 
two-fold, one aspect being the 
person's organic condition and the 
second aspect the emotional and 
mental makeup of the individual 
Treatment of dlseate involves con- 
sideration of these two aspects. 
Psychosomatic medicine is not a 
specialized field, but tries to diag- 
nose the illness, bearing both of 
these factors Ih mind. 

Among the techniques used in 
psychosomatic medicine are in- 
cluded interviews with both the 
patient and his Immediate friends, 
intelligence tests and hypnosis. 
These bring out some of the causes 
of the disease. By mental deduc- 
tion the treatment is determined 
from the information gathered by 
these and other means. 

The next stage is the treatment 
itself, which takes both a shock 



Marxist Study Group 
Hears Harry Guikin 

"The Marxist Interpretation of 
History" was the subject of a talk 
given in the Union last night to the 
L.P.P.-sponsored Marxist Study 
Group. Harry Guikin. the speaker, 
who had recently been engaged in 
work on the seaman's strike, point- 
ed out Hhe importance of "Dialec- 
tical-Materialism' and outlined 
theories -of the purpose of life, de- 
claring that the only realistic and 
therefore acceptable one was that 
put forward by Marx. 

He ipoke also of modem indus- 
trialism, developing "the theme of 
the mutual hatred between classes, 
from mediaeval days when the serf 
hated the slaveowner, to, modem 
times, when employer is hated by 
employee." Communism he deemed 
to be inevitable, for to get wealth 
the Capitalist had gathered work- 
ers tbgether and so made' them 
more' actively aware of their "basic 
antagonism with Capital."

Dr. Jan Novotny whose inestimable 
collection of rare Czech books and 
manuscripts comorisc the exhibition 
in Upper Redpath This writer was 
most fortunate tc acquire the 
friendly and Intelligent assistance 
of John Novotny, Jr. In reviewing 
this remarkable rollection. 

The Novotnys came to Canada 
Jurt over a year ago whenj Professor 
Novotny was invited to teach at Mc- 
OIU on a Lady Davis fellowship. 
The professor had ptevlously taught 
commerce at Charles University of 
Prague, founded in 1398 and one 
oi thè? p}de^t.;.u.niye.rsltlcs_ on., thç 
European continent. It was > here', 
of cours6,'that John, Jr., ati^tded 
school and received what.''is the 
equivalent of the B.A. degree. When 
thtî Communists overran Czecho- 
slovakia early in 1948, they dis- 
charfEcd the professor from the un- 
iversity. John, Jr., who was the 
leader- of a Boy Scout patrol was 
expelled from his post as well. 
This paved tha way for Professor 
Novotny to accept the invitation 
to come to Canada. The protestor 
Is now teaching at McGill and 
John, the younger, U a third year 
student in commerce. ' 

The exhibition — an extra- 
ordinary one in that most of the 



time In America — opened on Oc 
tober 28 in conjunction with the 
31st anniversary of Czech Inde 
pendence. Each book, on its' way. Is 
significant, while several are land- 
marks in the progress of humanity 
There are several original editions 
of the teachings of Jan Amos Co 
menius who Is considered the foun 
der ot modern educational science. 
One of the few remaining copies 
of Hayek's Czech Chronicle, an ex< 
traordinary work, is on display, 
This Is one d6cucnc.pt to be treas- 
ured AS many ot the original cop- 
ies have been destroyed by (Ire 
Intriguing, too, is the Mclantrich 
Bible (1570) with its vividly col 
ored illustrations. Old Czech bibles 
are indeed rare Items as many of 
them were suppressed by invad 
ers and ultim ately d estroyed. 
;^When the SBermSîT 
tiie Czechs in the i7th ccnliiry,' 
they almost succeeded in stamp 
Ing out the Czech latiguage. Bùt 
they had reckoiied without one Rosa 
whose "Czech Grammar" secretly 
published in 1672 enabled the Ian 
guage to survive. An original copy 
ot this notable volume has been 
included in the exhibition 

Among the inore interesting 
books is a copy of ^ law regulating 
the ' wages, and terms of . employ 
ment of apprentices, printed in 
1547.

On the third, floor of the Biology 
building Is a group of Inconspicu- 
ous looking offices and laborator- 
ies. They are inconspicuous because 
they contain no Rube Goldberg* 
like opparatus nor are weird sounds 
heard. Rather, the only sound Is the 
murmuring of enthusiastic students 
discussing new discoveries and fut- 
ure possibilities. Yet their .discover- 
ies are of immediate importance to 
thousands.,. ,XThey; Indu*' *hat 
branch of ilie Blbclieihiatry Depart- 
ment—eight of the sixteen itudenU 
—concerned with the preservation 
of whole blood. 

Doctor O. F. Dènstedt, Aisodate 
Professor of Biochemistry, and a 
graduate of McGIU Univers Ity and 
University ot Manitoba, stated that 
his department began iu experi- 
ments on the preservation of whoiè 
blood in January, 1940. at the re- 
quest of the National Research 
Council. At the' same time, the Uni- 
versity of Toronto's Biochemistry 
Department under the leadership ot 
Doctor 0. H. Best, began ; research 
on serum and plasma. While this 
department, headed by .Doctor J. 
B. Collip and assisted by Doctor 
DcnitedC proceeded with invèstiga- 
tiôas Oh the preservation of whole 
i\6oA. 

Durinf the war ra^ny other lab- 
6rit&rie« Utroulhout thè w6rld 41d 
(iînutr blood research, but Méqui'i 
lajMralorlès «r« probàbly the oaly 
laboratories in the world whicti 
have foliowèd these studies con- 
tinuously since their inception in 
1940; however, Dottor Denstedl 
observed, that during the past year 
interest his been revived In many 
of the Amérietn laboratories whore 
the great importance of this work 
is rtalizid. 

Early in the war the, department 



contributed a preservative method 
used for the storing of blood in 
hospitals* blood banks. They also 
tested the efficiency of the meth- 
ods of pr(^8ervati6n of. red blood 
cells by transnislng it Into a re- 
cipient to^discover how long they 
remained in circulation under the 
most favourable conditions of. pre- 
servation. It., was' found that one 
per cent of the f donor's red cells 
lost their function or capacity to 
carry (>xygen daily, sind these non- 
functipning' cells' w«re promptly 
destroyed' 'and removed by the 
body. 

This is quite remarkable when 
one considers that normally the 
red cells In the blood stream are 
made and' destroyed at the rate of 
one per cenr à day, the destroyed 
cells being replaced by others cre- 
ated by the. none marrow. The dis- 
carded red cells are not a total 
lots, ° as the body carefully con- 
serves the Iron contained in the 
haemoglobin of these cells. 

Later in the war it was realized 
that the only systematic way to im* 
prové inethods ,6f;présèrvà|l6n waâ 
to study' thi cliémicàl' changes ihat 
occur in the cells and dijcover why 
the cells fail in their function. This 
work is precèedin£ currently with 
the view of retarding these chkng- 
es and extending the life of thi 
preserved cells. If it is possible to 
llpd the causes of the loss of vlobll- 
Ity diving' processes), the life of 
the preserved fed cell can presum- 
ably beij'^rôlo^ged. Doctor; Déni- 
tedt rema?I^f(j[i^'that it is desirable 
to arrest chanRC completely In 
stored blood. Until now, it has 
béen necessary to rely on the slow- 
ing down of' change by thé action 
of cold storage.

blood of all types on hand for em- 
ergencies. Our host emphasized 
the Impdrtance of the Canadian 
Red Cross blood-bank plan, whii:h 
Is unexcelled In the world. This 
service extends across Canada, and 
is available to rural areas where 
blood transfusion was formerly 
Impossible, because of the difficul- 
ty of finding donors of the required 
type and the lack of the technical 
assistance required for typing the 
blood. Olierations, which were 
formerly impossible because of the 
lack of whole bloodi In large quan- 
tities, are now made possible by 
the excellent blood distribution and 
technical services of the Canadian 
Red Cross. Now, free whole blood 
may be bad by all living north of 
the forty-ninth parallel and south of 
the North Pole. . 

Before the Red Cross scheme 
came into being, hospitals some- 
times found it very difficult to ob- 
tain sufficient blood. These situa- 
tions are not likely to re-cccur 
with the new national distribution. 
If all who are able to give blood 
co-operate fully there would be 
ample supply for all hospitals, I.e., 
If all contribute annually or semi- 
annually. The giving of blood is 
harmless to the donor; it merely 
stimulates the bone marrow to pro- 
duce a few more cells. Usually, 
stored whole blood Is used within 
five days but in a crisis such as 
Dunkerque, 30 day old blood has 
been used. Because of the gradual 
loss of viobility of some of the celU 
during storage it is preferable to 
use as much fresh blood u possible. 

Doctor Denstedt heartily endors- 
es voluntary blood donation as a 
worthy and necessary part of a 
great national humanitarian ser- 
vice. .

"There is no facism or antl-scmit- 
ism in Germany now, but Instead 
there exists a very strong national- j 
istic spirit," he said, recounting ob- 
servations he made during a visit 
to Germany this past summer. "It 
the Allies were to pull out of Ger- 
many her production would soar 
to unbelievable heights," he claim- 
ed.
